This company are very busy get- 
ting everything in readiness for what 
they expect will be an exceptionally 
busy year.

Denounce Insidius Methods 
of Promotion. 


The annual meeting of the Red 
Deer branch of the U.F.A. was held 
at the offices of the Co-operative 
Association. Among those present 
were Joseph Cole, president, in the 
chair, James Bower, — secretary, 
Messrs. McKinnon, Gummow, Steph- 
en Wilson, F. W. Galbraith, Shar- 
man, Lamont, Jarvis, Smith, Spiers, 
Braithwaite, White and Wade. 

The financial statement of the last 
year. was submitted and accepted as 
satisfactory. President Cole, Vice- 
president McKinnon and __ secretary 
Bower were again elected for the en- 
suing year. 

Four’ delegates, being Messrs. 
White, Spiers, Jamieson and Jarvis, 
were nominated to attend the Pro- 
vincial convention at Calgary, with 
power given to the President and 
Secretary to elect substitutes for 
any delegate being unable to attend. 

After routine business was con:lud- 
ed, the following resolutions were 
presented by the Sceretary and en- 
dorsed by the meeting to he sub- 
mitted to the coming convention. 


Re. Railway Act. 


Whereas, the Railway Act of Cana- 
da (Section. 254) reads :—The Com- 
pany shall erect and maintain upon 
the railway—(a) Fences of a mini- 
mum height of four feet six inches on 
cach side of the railway; (e) 
Cattle guards on either side of the 
highway at every highway crossing 
at railway level with the highway. 
(Sub-section 3)—Such fences, gates 
and cattle guards shall be suitabl 
and sufficient to prevent cattle and 
other animals from getting on the 
railway lands. 

Now, therefore, as practically every 
mile of railway fence and cattle 
guard in Alberta is manifestly un- 
suitable and insufficient to prevent 
animals, particularly sheep and 
swine, from getting on the railway, 


be it resolved that the association : 
instruct the Executive to take such. 
action before the Board of Railway , 


Commissioners or other courts ;as 
shall compel the railway companies 
to forthwith comply with the read- 
ing of the act. 

On_ this’ resolution Mr. Bower 
pointed out that, while many fences 
prevented horses and cattle fromrget- | 
ting on the tracks, they did not 
prevent sheep and swine from _ get- ; 
ting through.

Find Bones 100 Feet 
Under Ground 


Edmonton, Alta., Dec. 21.—Work- 
men digging a tunnel for a trunk 
sewer a half mile north of the Sas- 
katchewan river, which bisects the 
city of Edmonton, unearthed at a 
depth of’ 106 feet several bones of 
an animal which professors at the 
University of Alberta are unable to 
classify.

FURTHER DELAY IN THE 
CROSS PETITION. 


Hon. C. W. Cross, Attorney- 
General of Alberta, has fough? 
against facing a trial for corrupt 
practises at his election, to the last 
ditch, and only those who know how 
the head of the Department of Jus- 
tice of this fair province can fight, 
know what this means. 

He appealed to Judge Scott, but 
that gentleman, after hearing the 
evidence, aaid his case must go to 
trial. 

He then appealed to the Supreme 
Court of Alberta, and they said 
there was evidence of corruption 
and the case must go to trial. 

He has now appealed to 
Supreme Court of all Canada. 
“Why is ‘the A.torney-General afraid 
to face the courts?. Has he any- 
thing to conceal? If he is innocent, 
he will get justice surely. 

But he is afraid to face the courts 
and is trying every means to esvape. 

The Edronton Journal, in com- 
menting on the case, says: 

To carry such an appeal as_ that 
in the Cross election case to the 
Supreme Court of Canada __is 
probably without a precedent in the 
whole history of Canadian politics. 
.As the hearing canmot be brought 
on before February, it' means that 
the attorney-general is safe in his 
seat for the coming session of the 
legislature, which is the last in all 
probability that will be held before 
a general election. If at the end of 
the supreme court hearing the gov- 
ernment is not ready to bring 
the election there is still an appeal 
to the Privy Council open. 

In this way, it will be possible to 
keep the revelations in respect to the 
bye-election of last May from being 
made before the appeal tothe elec- 
tors is brought about. 

Those who have entered this pe- 
tition are convinced that in institut- 
ing it, they are acting in the public

interests. The public should know 
just what the means were that were 
resorted to in order to elect Mr. 
Siftonis attorney-general. But every 


legal resource has been strained to 
prevent the promised information 
from coming out. 

If the attorney-gcneral wishes to 
spend his money in this way, there 
is no remedy. But the people whom 
he represents will surely not be 
backward in drawing their own con- 
clusions from the course that he has 
followed. 

The man who had nothing to con- 
ceal would not go to all this trouble 
and expense to endeavor to secure 
the throwing out of the petition 
against him on a mere technicaity.

Tragic Death Takes

Broughton foundry will be in oper- 
ation next month, being the first of 
its kind in central Alberta ; the Ver- 
ity Park people will also erect a 
foundry this year. The steel work of 
their hot houses is being rushed up 
and the glass will soon be in. The 
same company have added a herd of 
twenty-five Jersey cattle, the finest’ 
on the continent, to their other in- 
dustries. The Cement Builders, be- 
sides the $25,000 worth of improve- 
ments the past year, will put in 
addition improvements this year 
amounting to $10,000. The xhibi- 
tion Association will probably add 
$10,000 or more to their improve- 
ments this year. The Valley Lumbbr 
Company wil! do all their business 
through Red Deer and that will 
amount to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, as the company are making 
great improvements. 

Besides the great number of pub- 
lic buildings and public works, in- 
cluding Alberta Ladies’ Colloge, 
Town buildings, Merrorial Hospital, 
Cement Builders, E:xtibition build- 
ines, Great West Lumber Company 
buildings, Convent wing, Parish 
Hall, IE. Michener Block, Merchants 
Bank, Latimer & Botterill Block, 
Geo. Best addition, H. H. Gaetz 
block improvements, Empress theatre, 
Windsor and l’alace livery barns, C. 
P. R. yard improvements, Broughton 
Foundry, Laurentia Milk Co's. 
works, there has been a large num- 
her of the finest class of residences 
built by prominent citizens. 

The following list, although not 
complete, will give an idea of the 
vrowth of the town the past year: 


ALBERTA LADIES’ COLLEGE. 
The Alberta Ladies’ College has 
been been practically completed this 
year, and the President and direc 
tors hope to open in February, the 
residence of ‘Mrs. McCreight being 
used until the college is finished. 
Work at the ground level was begun 
last spring on the brick walls, ex- 
tcrior and interior; the roof was 
on by late summer, and the plumb- 
ing, heating aad other interior equip- 
nent will be finished in a few 
weeks. The building is 80 x 130, 
four stories, with basement and sub- 
basement. In the latter are the 
boiler rooms, engine rooms, with 
dynamo, compressed air tanks for 
domestic supply and for fire pres- 
sure, storage, etc. In the basement 
are the dining room and kitchen, 
gymnasium and domestic — science 
.itchen. The ground floor will have 
administration offices and_ class 
rooms ; tne second and third floors 
will be given over to bedrooms, and 
the fourth floor will have music 
studios and art class rooms. The 
college is fitted up with the latest 
conveniences, including the Webster 
system of steam heating, a vacuum 
cleaner system, electric light, and 
power ; a gaso:ine engine which sup- 
plies the power needed, including 
pumping water all over the building, 
with a subsidiary engine for steam 
cooking; fire protection on each floor 
—ele-tric bells; ventilating system 
with electric fans and 8000 feet of 
tube, which wil give each room a 
separate individual ventilating con- 
nection. If necessary, the whole 
building can le renewed with fresh 
air every twenty mi mtes. The 
building has a magnificent site of 26 
acres, and the cost of this year's 
construction will be $75,000. C. A. 
Julian Sharman and Ba: nes & Gibbs 
are tne arch*tects; Tlorton & Wil- 
lits had the main contract for the 
superstructure; Smith & Gaetz the 
plumbing and heating ; the Great 
West Lumber Co. the lumber and mill 
work ; R. UD. Welton, plastering. Mr. 
iivan Roberts had entire charge of 
the building up to the letting of the 
contract, and Mr. T. Gudmundson 
the excavating and conerete work.

TOWN OFFICES. 

The Town of Red Deer has made 
extensive additions at the Town 
offices. The present brick veneer 
office building has been raised one 
storey, 30 x 30, and the two-storey 
building thus obtained has been du- 
pliaied, giving four times the 
original accommodation. This allows 
for town hall 50 x 30 and Council 
chamber, Koard of Trade offices and 
exhibits room, and magistrate’s 
court room in basement. <A steam 
heating plont has been put in, with 
lavatories, ete. The cost is $12,°00. 
Baird & McKenzie were the con- 
tractors, the Day Hardware Co. 
ding the plumbing and heating. 

MEMORIAL HOSPITAL. 

The Red Deer Memorial Hospital 
has douled its accommodation with 
‘a three storey and basement brick 
addition, 40 ~ 40, uniform in style 
with the older building. The addi-

tion provides for padded cell, nurses’ | 


dining room, linen room, six bed 
public ward, two bath rooms, lava- 
, tori s, and four private wards on

the ground floor ; X-ray room, oper- 
ating theatre, anesthetic room, band- 
age room, doctors’ dressing room, 
three private wards, and two bath- 
rooms, with closets, ete., on the 
second floor. The third floor has 
five bedrooms for nurses,-tank room, 
ctc., but it is not the intention of 
the Board to fit it up completely at 
prescnt. The operating rooms and 
bathrooms are covered ‘with Fama 
flooring, and a system of electric 
bells and the Sparks system of steam 
heating is installed in both the old 
and the new parts of the hospital. 
Mr. C. T. Eline was the contractor, 
the Day Hardware Co. having the 
, heating and plumbing. The cost 
was $13,500. 


AGRICULTURAL BUILDINGS. 

The Town built for the Red Deer 
Agricultural Society at the Exhibi- 
tion grounds a handsome  gencral 
exhibits building, 40 x 70, 10 foot 
ceiling ; frame, with concrete foun- 
dation, with towers at each corner, 
giving a castellated effect. Raird & 
McKenzie were the builders. The 
building is plann-d to allow of 
two 50 x 75 fect wings. Cost, $4000. 
A commodious grandstand, 72 x 50, 
with concrete foundation, was built, 
whi h provides for five booths, pub- 
lic and private exhilfition offices, and 
fire hall, Mr. Julian-Sharman has 
teen told by a number of people that 
it is the most comfortable  grand- 
stand in the province. Evan Robertsi 
contractor. Cost, $4,000. A horse 
barn, 40 x 10, and a cattle barn, 
40 x 100, were also built by Mr. 
Roberts at a cost of $5,500. Jt is 
prolable that the Town will be ask- 
ed to put up this year two addition- 
al barns and an extension to the ex- 
hibits building to provide necessary 
aecommodatien. Exhibition grounds 
have been extended by new outside 
fences, new sheds have been put in, 
and a grand. stand fence has been built 
and other improvements made at a 
cost of some $1,000. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL. 


The Public School Board erected 
in the south part of the town a two- 
storey, frame cottage school, 30 x 
40, with concrete basement. Two 
class rooms, teacher‘s room, cloak 
rooms, stationery room, with front 
verandahs and with lavatories and 
furnace room in basement, comprise 
the equipment. The cost is $4,000. 
W. G. Houston was the contractor, 
the Day Hardware Co. doing the 
plumbing and heating. 


CONVENT. 


The Sisters of St. Joseph have 
built this year a three storey solid 
brick wing to the Convent, 55 x 55. 
The new wing contains four teaching 
rooms, two dormitories, dining 
room, play room, community room, 
and kitchen. A steam plant has{been 
installed for heating both the wing 
and the main building. The cost 
was: $25,009. Mr. A. D. TurnQull de- 
signed the work, and Mr. Roberts 
was the builder, Smith & Gaetz 
doing the steam heating. There are 
60 to 70 boarding and day pupils in 
attendance, and eleven boys in at- 
t ndance at the Apostolic school. If 
the attendance increases as in the 
past year, a new wing will have to 
be built this year. A two room cot- 
tage hospital has been built this year 


PARISH HALL. 


St.  Luke’s congregation have 
erected on Gaetz Avenue, north of 
the church, a handsome and spacious 
parish hall, designed after the Cal- 
wary patish hall. It is 32 x 90, sol- 
id brick, with concrete substructure. 
The basement hall is 30 x 40, and 
has kitchen, lavatories, cloak rooms, 
etc., in connection, and two dressing 
rooms connected with the stage of 
the hall above. The ground floor 
hall is 30 x 50, with stage 18 feet. 
ideep the full width of the  building.. 
A library and bedroom for the rec- 
tor is provided for on the ground 
floor. The roof is an open hammer- 
beam truss, of English style, adapt- 
cd to Western conditions. The front 
has been flanked by two towers, 
with centre rough cast and having a 
very large clerestory window. The 
co-t was $14,000.
